Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts made 
available do not teach or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, an ultrasonic apparatus for 
measuring concentration and flow rate of a sample gas including a means for generating trigger 
signals when the forward and backward waveforms pass over a predetermined level and means 
for generating forward and backward zero-crossing signals when the forward and backward 
waveforms pass over a zero level. The prior art also fails to teach or suggest an oxygen 
concentration system for generating an oxygen enriched gas including a distance between the 
first and second ultrasonic transmission-reception devices and the respective ends of the pipe 
portion satisfying the following relation: 0<D<fxr 2 /C.
